A minimum width of 18: feet for 
hard-surface roads is recommended. by 
the bureau of public roads of the 
United States Department of Agricul- 
ture, The maximum width of truck 
body generally permitted is § feet, and 
5% feet is the ordinary clearance

width of automobiles, At an average 
speed of 30 miles an hour it {s unrea- 
sonable to expect the driver of an 
automobile to drivé with the wheels 
closer than 1% feet to the edge-of the 
pavement, says the bureau. For trucks 
at av average speed of 15 miles ap 
hour, this distance showld not be less 
than 1% feet on account of the grest 
width of the rear wheel. Three fect 
seems to be a minimum safe clearance 
between bodies. Inasmuch as a cer- 
tain amount of truck traffic is to be 
expected on all main country roads, 
the minimum width of surface should 
be 18 feet to provide these clearances 
when an automobilé meets a truck, 
Where the frequency with which 
trucks pass each other bécomes a. big 
factor, as In the nelghborhood of large 
cities. the minimum widtfi of pavement 
- should be 20 feet to provide a ¢lear- 
unce of 8% fcet and a sife distatice of 
wheels from edge of pavement.

Thé height of fall required to 
break the gravel. is un indication of 
its suitability to wiybetgnd the blows 
of traffic, 

Heretofore there has been na satis- 
factory test.of gravel’ as there has 
been for ‘stone, with the result that 
in. some fnstancea more costly mate 
rial has been “used when a suitable 
gravel was ‘ivailable close at hand, 
Along thie Hine the bureau ts conduct- 
ing wear tests on concrete made of 
many different materials te determine | 
just how far it is safe to go when the 
quality of matertal is doubtful.

Even Washington, the nation’s cap} 
tal, is wrongly situated, from the 
geographer’s point of view, and should 
be at least a thousand miles Inland 
from its present site to better ap 
proach the geographical center of the 
country. St. Louis, Denver and other 
cities have been tentioned at various 
times as more fitting sites for the

A GLORIOUS ‘OUTING 


Tramp, cramp, tramp—dignified and 
quiet—tramp, tramp; 
and bronzed, into National. Headqiar- 
ters on July 22 walked 60 hardy lads, 
packs on their backs ‘and the spelt of 
the out-of-doors about. them, fresh 
from a hike-of 225 miles through the 
state of New. York. 

To Scout Executive W. F, Abriel, 
boy lover and outdoor enthusiast, the 
credit is due: for.the 850-mille trip. en- 
joyed by these 60 honor scouts. of 
Trenton, N. J.° For months before the 


: great trip, a merit system was-in prae- 


tice among the scouts at. Trenton. 
Semi-weekly hikes were made. of 12 
and 15 miles. Personal health and 
correct diet were stressed, The 60 
boys ranking highest in physical. fit- 
ness and efficiency in scouting were 
selected for the trip. 

Trenton bade them Godspeed when 
oh July 10 they left in autos for New 
York City. There they took the boat 
for Albany where the hiking began. 
Up to Fort Ticonderoga they pushed, 
sleeping out of doors each night, cook- 
ing their meals in the open, stopping 
for rest periods and practice of swiin- 
ming and scoutcraft—but always with 
an objective peint to reach each day. 
Scout Executive Abriel had hiked the 
entire ‘distance twice in advance of 
the trip, arranging every detail. 

Albany, Watertown, Stillwater, 
Schuylerville, Fort Edward, Saratoga, 
Schenectady, Sabbath Day Point, Fort 
Ticondéroga—thesé..were among the 
stopping points. At each place con- 
tingents of local scouts mét the party 
and entertainments were catried out, 
the Trenton lads’ own fife and drum 
corps doing its share. 

The historic points of the famous 
ground they covered were explained 
by the seout leaders and educational 
side tours, such as visits to the Gen- 
eral Electric plant at Schenectady, 
the Capitol and the Educational build 
ing at Albany, were features of the 
trip, 

Not one boy was sick, although the 
sun and rain vigorously challenged the 
scouts. Enthusiasin for perfect scout- 
eraft reigned; tents were pitched with 
flawless precision; tests were. passed 
wherever opportunity: presented itself 
to adyance in scouting rank. Twenty- 
one merit badges were won. 


Besides’ Scout Executive Abriel and | 


the gcouts, four adult leaders were ‘n 
the party. 

In commenting on the trip, Mr. 
Abriel said, “To me this. is real scout- 
ing—a combination of work and play 
that brings to the boys the love of the 
out-of-doors, its wholesomeness and 
joy, with. the opportunity to learn to 
work together generously and. help- 
fully, each for alt, all for eagh.” 

This itinerant camp was called 
“Camp Kiwanis” in honor of Trenton 
Kiwanians who are backing the scout 
movement in their city.
